U. S. Engineers Get 
Local Picture and 
Ruling Is Modified

The D esert Sun rubbed its nose 
into a little governm ental red- 
tape last W ednesday afternoon 
and by the tim e it had finished 
shooting some questions in the 
direction of the U. S. engineers 
via long distance telephone, the 
haze had lifted some and prom ­ 
ises to stay so, until the subject 
of the “beef,” the local airport 
is finally disposed of. 
The pointed questions all cen­ 
tered around w hy the U.S. engi­ 
neers in charge of the local air­ 
port, had barred civilian fliers 
from using the 7,000 foot landing 
strips. A nd as a result, private 
flyers, under certain conditions, 
m ay or m ay not land. 


EXPLANATION of the land­ 
ing qualifications were given by 
two representatives of the U.S. 
E ngineer’s office who came to 
Palm Springs yesterday in re­ 
sponse to The Sun’s questions. 
If a pilot wishes to land his 
private 
airplane 
on the 
local 
field he is expected to telephone 
TUcker 1311, extension 211, for 
perm ission and instructions. Or 
he m ay call in person at 621 
South Hope street, Los Angeles, 
the 
sub-office 
f o r 
t h e 
in ­ 
structions. 


INDIGNATION FLARED when 
the D esert Sun learned that two 
or three private fliers had u n ­ 
w ittingly landed th eir sm all craft 
at the field and were im m edi­ 
ately pounced upon by guards 
who ordered th e aviators and 
their m achines to take off im ­ 
m ediately. One pilot, either short

M entally groping fnr a logical 
reason, the only other place to 
find the answers was by calling 
the U.S. Engineers in Los A n­ 
geles and talking to the head 
man.

Rent control this week was re­ 
moved 
by 
the 
OPA from all 
w inter accommodation rentals in 
Palm Springs. 
The far-reaching order, affect­ 
ing all w inter resorts in the 
country, provided that any prop­ 
erty that has not been rented 
betw een June 1, and Oct. 1, 1946, j 
shall be free of rent control be­ 
tw een Oct. 1, 1946 and May 31, 
1947, according to provisions of 
the de-control announcem ent re­ 
ceived 
by 
the 
Palm 
Springs 
C ham ber of Commerce. 


NOT AFFECTED by the order 
w ere all other properties, in ­ 
cluding 
hotels 
and 
apartm ent 
courts which operated during the 
past sum m er and all year-around 
rentals, leaving them under the 
same OPA rent ceilings as pre­ 
viously, the order was interpreted 
to mean. This division w as draw n 
by the OPA to prevent rises in 
rentals on homes, sm all ap art­ 
m ents and other quarters rented 
to employed persons of Palm 
Springs. 
Announcem ent of the de-control 
m easure came several days after 
an advance confidential report 
of its issuance was furnished the 
cham ber of commerce by William 
Robinson, m anager of the C ali­ 
fornia Hotel association, who has 
w orked tirelessly for 16 m onths 
to obtain the ruling freeing the 
w inter resort properties.

ORIGIN of the blaze was u n ­ 
determ ined by Fire C hief Bill 
Leonesio follow ing a week of 
study. 
The building, which is part of 
the Marcos P ete estate adm inis­ 
tered by B enton E. Beckley, was 
of frame construction and was 
built about 18 years ago. Out of 
business as a result of the con­ 
flagration w ere six local m er­ 
chants who rented store space 
in the building.

Bus depot, and the B enton E. 
Beckley real estate office. 


TWO INJURIES

were 
throw n 
into consternation. 


HURRIED telephone calls were 
made to state senators in W ash­ 
ington asking for assistance in 
having the figure reduced. Then 
Edward R. Bacon, w in ter resi­ 
dent and now in San Francisco, 
picked up a copy of The Desert 
Sun and he, too, im m ediately 
reached for a telephone to call 
Judge Eugene E. Therieau to ask 
if he could be of assistance.

C ontract for installation of the 
C alifornia portion of the Texas- 
C alifornia natural 
gas 
pipeline 
was aw arded yesterday by South­ 
ern 
California

Southern 
Counties Gas com panies to H. C. 
Price Co. This construction in­ 
volves an expenditure of approx­ 
im ately $3,750,000. 
The contract calls for the in­ 
stallation of 214 miles of 30-inch 
high pressure natural gas tran s­ 
mission line betw een Blythe and 
Santa Fe Springs, the largest high 
pressure pipeline of its kind in 
the history of the natural gas in ­ 
dustry. H. C. Price Co., a C ali­ 
fornia corporation w ith offices in 
Los Angeles, San Francisco and 
B artlesville, 
Oklahoma, 
partici­ 
pated in the building of both the 
Big Inch and Big L ittle Inch oil 
lines constructed during the w ar 
from Texas to the Eastern Sea­ 
board. H. C. Price, president of 
the corporation, who was in Los 
A ngeles W ednesday to sign the 
contract, predicted th at this line, 
in view of its com parative size, 
will undoubtedly be known as the 
"Biggest Inch.” 
Price states that prelim inary 
w ork will be started early in Oc­ 
tober and actual construction will 
be under w ay by th e first of the 
year. The line Is scheduled for 
com pletion in seven m onths after 
actual construction is started. 
It is estim ated that upw ards of 
a thousand men will be engaged 
in the field construction, most of

As I sit down at the typew riter 
this m orning, to w rite the week's 
letter, the new spapers are report­ 
ing Mr. Paul P orter, the adm inis­ 
trato r of the OPA, as saying that 
he is “disillusioned” because of 
the im pending disaster, now ap­ 
parent as the result of the OPA 
action of putting ceilings back on 
meat. 
P aul Porter is an affable and 
w ell-liked young man, w ho was 
a 
new spaper m an, a publicity 
man for several 
bureaus 
and 
agencies, and in the last cam­ 
paign, the publicity m an for the 
D em ocratic party. Just as the late 
and unlam ented Mr. Bowles was 
the head of one of the nation’s 
most profitable advertising agen­ 
cies and on 
th at background, 
w i t h o u t 
adm inistrative 
ex­ 
perience, was given one of the 
most dem anding adm inistrative 
jobs in W ashington, w ith tragic 
results to the country, so Mr. 
Porter, following the “elevation’ 
of Bowles, with even less adm in­ 
istrativ e experience, w as given 
his present job, to be the Charlie 
M cC arthy to th e Bowles’ Bergen. 
Like th e fam ous 600, his was not 
to reason why, his w as to do 
and 
die, and 
I am no t sure 
w hether that 
word should be 
spelled w ith a “d ” or w ith an “I." 
T here is no reason for surprise 
on Mr. P orter’s part. Everyone in 
the U nited States, w ho knew 
anything about the m eat indus­ 
try, excepting perhaps th e bright 
young men and women of the 
OPA, whose jobs were involved, 
told him w hat the effect would 
be of attem pting to retu rn ceil­ 
ings to an industry w hich was 
80 per cent in the black m arket, 
before ceilings w ere rem oved. 
Last spring, w hen the OPA was 
discussing reim posing quotas on 
the sm aller slaughters, the in­ 
dustry advisory com m ittee was 
invited to W ashington to give its 
recom m endations. A full day s 
discussion took place. T he com­ 
m ittee voted, 60 to 0, AGAINST 
RETURNING QUOTAS. 
The next morning, th e OPA 
announced th at quotas w ould be 
re-established. M any industries, 
including agricultural commodi­ 
ties, have had these industry ad­ 
visory 
com m ittees. T hey were 
authorized by Congress. Most of 
them have had experiences like 
(he above. The OPA has called 
them to W ashington, w ith result­ 
ing expense and inconvenience, 
to listen to th e ir recom m enda­ 
tions and then to announce an 
entirely different policy, some­ 
times to issue policy statem ents 
w hich auite obvoiusly had been 
prepared BEFORE the com m ittee 
met. I rise to rem ark th a t I do 
not consider this to be represen­ 
tative governm ent. 
So I think I w ill end this col­ 


umn, this week, w ith two q u o ta­ 
tions: "We are in the business,” 
said Mr. Paul Porter, referring 
to the OPA “of keeping the law 
of 
supply 
and 
dem and 
from 
w orking.” I can only say, in the 
words of one W ashington new s­ 
. paper editor, "It's a good trick, if 
I you can do it.” 
The other quotation is from Mr. 
Phil M urray, the president of the 
CIO. It is from his speech a t the 
Automobile w orkers convention.

RAINBOW BRIDGE — Part IV 


As we continued on down Cliff 
Canyon, about seven miles on our 
way to the Bridge, an amusing 
thing occurred . . . at least it 
was humorous to the rest of us. 
Chico's mule, Romeo, 
suddenly 
decided he was tired of carry 160 
pounds. He kneeled down in a 
soft sandy stretch and started to 
roll over. Chico leaped deftly off 
and the mule ran on ahead, rider­ 
less. It was lucky that Chico had 
not caught his foot in the stirrup. 
That was the second of our ad­ 
ventures with our mounts: first, 
Jack's running away with him, 
and now Chico's trying to sit on 
him! That it would be my turn 
next, I was fully convinced. 
In a few minutes we had re­ 
captured Romeo, Chico was back 
in the saddle, and we were on 
our way again. The conyon had 
narrowed steadily and was only 
about fifty feet wide now. Ahead 
looked like a bare 
cliff 
wall. 
Where were we to go from there? 
The canyon widened a little, and 
we soon entered a cross-canyon. 
This was the beginning of the 
Redbud Pass I’d read so 
much 
about. 


ABANDONED HOGAN 


Across the canyon floor, to our 
left, was an abandoned Navaho 
hogan. It was odd to 
see 
one 
away up here. And on the cliff 
wall behind it, about head-high 
on the smooth sandstone, Barry 
pointed 
out 
some 
old 
picto- 
graphs. A pictograph is a painting 
on the rock surface, in contrast 
to a petroglyph, which is scratch­ 
ed in the surface and usually un­ 
colored. 
These 
designs, 
which 
were discernable even from that 
distance, were those of mounted 
riders. They were executed In 
brilliant orange. I caught myself 
wondering who had painted them 
there, and under what circum­ 
stances. 
A few yards beyond and I be­ 
gan 
seeing 
Redbud 
b u s h e s 
(Cercis) 
with 
its 
heart-shaped 
leaves and the 
still 
persistent 
though 
d r i e d 
a n d 
withered 
“buds”, really the flowers, deep 
purple-red in color. Would that 
they had been in full flower when 
we passed by. It was my first 
time to see the plant. We found it 
very common in the next mile or 
so. 


CLOSE IN RAPIDLY 
The cliffs 
closed 
in 
rapidly 
now, and soon we could touch 
either wall with our hands, In 
places our boots scraped against 
the rough rock surface 
of 
the 
sandstone as wo passed by. Sud­ 
denly, still hemmed in by the 
sheer cliffs, the trail 
began 
to 
climb abruptly, over 
200 
feet. 
This was the Pass itself, famous 
Redbud Pass. At the top of the 
rise, we looked back. It was as if 
we were at the base of a very 
deep and narrow crack 
in 
the 
rock, looking up at the streak of 
blue sky far above. 
I turned back and looked ahead 
down the trail. The steep rise we 
had just ascended, we were about 
to descend, from 4500 feet down 
to 4300, still between those nar­ 
row converged walls. We were 
now 9.5 miles from the 
Lodge, 
with sime 4 yet to go. Another 
fork in the canyon and we turn­ 
ed left this time, weaving in and 
out through a crooked route. All 
the way we were continuing to 
drop 
in elevation, slowly 
but 
steadily. When we reached the 
lower end of Bridge Canyon, 11.6 
miles from our start, we were 
at 3900 feet. 


SEE GOAL 
O ur trail skirted around the 
stream, climbed a few feet above 
its banks, and went through a 
gate 
in 
a 
short 
barbed-wire 
fence, which Barry closed be­ 
hind us. Around the next bend 
and at Chico’s shout, I glanced 
back over my shoulder. Up the 
canyon behind us was our goal: 
Rainbow bridge! It was only a 
momentary view of it and not a 
good one. We looped on around 
to the little corral before the Wil­ 
son’s camp, called Echo Camp. 
While Buck unpacked the mules, 
we all hiked toward the bridge, 
eager to get there before the late 
aftrnoon light faded. We had 
started the trip about 9 a.m. and 
had arrived about 3:30 that af­ 
ternoon. The trail had been nearly 
13 miles in length. 
As we approached the stone 
arch it was difficult to compre­ 
hend just how huge a structure 
it is. The whole Capitol building 
in Washington, D.C., could be 
placed directly 
under 
it 
and 
there’d still be room to spare! 
The arch, which is attached to 
the cliff wall on the south side of 
Bridge canyon, to our left as we 
walked toward it from 
Echo 
camp, is situated on a bench 
above the stream bed, which is 
sunk 
below 
the 
bench 
to 
a 
depth of 80 feet. From the top 
of this bench to the under Side 
of the bridge is 187 feet, and the 
arch is 42 feet thick at this point. 
This makes an over-all height 
from the stream bed to the top­ 
side of the bridge just over 300 
feet; 309 to be exact. The second 
tallest natural bridge in the world 
is 278 feet high, the great Sipapu 
or Augusta bridge located in 
N atural Bridges National Monu­ 
m ent in southeastern Utah: Rain­ 
bow tops it by 30 feet. 


FEW SEE WONDER 
At the base of the bridge, on 
the north side of Bridge creek, 
is a register, protected against 
the elements in a solidly-made 


iron box. We all signed in the big 
book. 
My 
number 
was 4005, 
Chico's, 4006. It is hard to believe 
that since the bridge was dis­ 
covered in 1909, only 4000 people 
have seen it during the inter­ 
vening 35 years, just a little more 
than 100 per year. Not all of 
these people made the mule trip 
from the lodge, by any means. 
Many of them hiked down and 
back on foot; many more came 
up Bridge canyon from the Colo­ 
rado river while on one of the 
several boat trips up and down 
that river; and a few had come 
by horse around the north face 
of Navaho Mountain from the 
trading post there. But all sign 
the register, that’s to be sure. I 
glanced back through the pages, 
and was surprised to note under 
number 1158, the name of Guy 
Haselton, noted California pho­ 
tographer, and with him on that 
trip, on September 24, 1929, was 
Fred Payne Clatworthy, number 
1160! The world certainly seemed 
small to see a Palm Springs-ite’s 
name in that book ahead of me. 
Beside the register-stand was 
a placard giving the elevation: 
3750 feet. A few vards back of us, 
recessed into the sandstone, was 
a bronze plaque made by Jo 
Mora: its words read: “To Com­ 
memorate the Piute Nasjah Begay 
Who First Guided the White Men 
to Nonnezoshi, August, 1909.” 


START FOR TOP 


H a v i n g signed our names, 
Chico looked silently at me. I 
knew exactly what he was think­ 
ing and nodded “Let’s Go!” We 
continued on down the stream, 
toward the Colorado river sev­ 
eral miles distant. We, however, 
only went half a mile. Then we 
dropped down to the stream bed, 
crossed over the noisy water, and 
started up the opposite side. Our 
goal was the top of the bridge, 
and to reach it, we had to work 
from downstream around to the 
back of it, where it joined the 
cliff. The other free end, jutting 
out into the canyon, is impossible 
to scale, being vertical sandstone. 
The route that we had chosen 
was not the best one. We got 
about half way and I decided to 
go around to the left a hundred 
yards to what looked like an 
easier way. Chico continued on 
up the original path he had 
started. How he made it I’ll never 
know. It was a dangerous climb, 
and he admitted later he was 
a bit nervous at times. My route 
was an easier one. I soon chanced 
upon a series of foot-holes worn 
in the rock, quite similar to those 
we had climbed in Monument 
valley. Midway up these, I sud­ 
denly found my legs nervously 
trembling from the long ride of 
the day, shaking so much that 
I could neither go up further nor 
return! It was an odd experience. 
I know it was not because of fear 
of falling, for I was only about 
ten feet above a ledge; it must 
have been the strain of the mule 
ride- 
Chito 
came 
to 
my 
rescue, 
laughing aloud at my embarass- 
ing predicament. Getting above 
me, he sat down and stretched 
one leg down. “Crawl up me,” 
he directed. I lurched forward, 
caught his ankle, and pulled m y­ 
self up a few more inches. Then 
I grabbed his calf, his knee, and 
then his belt. It was with great 
relief that I finally stood beside 
him. 
We had reached the top of 
that portion of the cliff. Now we 
climbed 
along 
it 
toward 
the 
bridge. Detouring back around a 
deep crevasse, we finally found 
ourselves on the steep slope lead­ 
ing to the top of the arch. Up this 
wo eagerly scrambled, confident

The scientists tell us nothing is 
lost in Nature, nothing is wasted. 
Water goes up into steam, steam 
is absorbed by hot air, when the 
air gets cold the moisture it con­ 
tains condense into water, etc., 
etc. 
We are also told that if you 
leave your motor running in a 
closed gar age and decide to sleep 
there, your earthly troubles are 
over. Now here’s one you work 
out for me, I’m tired—Running 
motors exude the same deadly 
gas out in the open. A number 
of motors have been running for 
about 50 years. The earth is about 
25,000 miles in circumfrance and 
is enveloped by an atmosphere 
some 200 miles deep—How long 
will it take for the deadly gas to 
fill this atmospheric envelope and 
make all of us "dead corpses?”

East, (s) J, 10, 9, 3; (h) 3; (d) 
7, 5, 4, 2; (c) 8, 6. 4, 3. 
South, (s) 8, 5, 2; (hi K, 4; (d) 
A, K, 10, 9; (c) A, Q, 10, 9. 
West, (s) A, K, Q; (h) Q, 9, 8, 6; 
(d) 8, 6, 3; (c) 7, 5, 2. 
Play this out before reading 
any further and see if you can 
make your contract. East natur­ 
ally leads the Jack of spades. 


AFTER EAST makes the 3 
spade tricks, North must make 
all of the rest. North-South has 
all the diamonds and clubs—the 
queen of hearts is the bother. 
When declarer leads hearts the 
second time he finds East void 
and West is left with the queen 
and nine. How is he going to 
make the 
h e a r t 
lead 
come 
through West. He can’t do it, so 
he has to try something else. He 
has to reduce his trumps to the 
same number West has by trum p­ 
ing good tricks, leaving a dia­ 
mond or club entry in dummy’s 
hand. Thus he saves the game. 
This hand is used by C. H. Goren 
in his book “Play” to illustrate 
the Grand Coup, the play that 
requires you to trum p your own 
tricks in order to throw the lead 
where you want it. The oppor­ 
tunity to use this play seldom 
occurs but when it does it surely 
gives you a grand feeling.

now that we would soon attain 
the summit. But our anticipation 
was again short-lived. When we 
got to the top, we found we had 
ascended not the bridge, but a 
steep column of vertical rock, 
immediately 
adjacent and ad­ 
herent to the arch itself. How­ 
ever, to get to the top of the 
bridge would necessitate a drop 
of some 15 feet down to its crest. 
We tested the only route and 
even Chico agreed it would be 
very difficult without a rope. It 
was disappointing 
to be that 
close to our goal and not be able 
to reach it. 


NOTE METHOD 


From that height we could see 
how the bridge had been formed. 
First, the stream had cut down 
a steep-walled canyon through 
the sandstone, in a meandering 
course, much like that of the San 
Juan at the Goosenecks. After 
this series of sharp redoubling 
curves, called Oxbows, had been 
w orn down, a later stream some­ 
how managed to cut straight 
across the projecting narrow par­ 
titions jutting out from the cliff 
walls, wearing most of them 
away entirely, but in one case, 
cutting directly through the cen­ 
te r/ making a tunnel. Gradually 
this opening was enlarged until 
the present span of 278 feet re- 
bUlted. The original projecting 
w all of sandstone must have been 
quite thin, for the bridge is only 
33 feet wide as its highest point. 
Regaining the stream bed be­ 
low, we followed it up until we 
stood directly beneath the arch, 
and stared up open-mouthed. It 
looked almost 
fragile, 
brittle. 


threatening to shatter and col­ 
lapse at any moment. At our feet 
was the small but deep pool of 
cold water in which Pres. Teddie 
Roosevelt had once bathed.

So 
we climbed back up to the trail 
and returned to Echo camp, a 
bit weary after the day's events.

MORE ABOUT . . . 
Rent Control. . . 
precedent for the de-conrol meas­ 
ure in Palm Springs and other 
winter resorts. 
CREDIT was given by cham­ 
ber of commerce officials for the 
new OPA decision to Earl Coff­ 
man, member of the Desert Inn 
and chairman of the resort com­ 
mittee of the California Hotel 
association. He has collaborated 
with the hotel association officials 
in their negotiations with OPA 
officials, and also made a per­ 
sonal trip to Washington last 
year. During the past year the 
Hotel and Apartment House 
committee of the chamber of 
commerce has carried on the 
fight for decontrol here, the 
chamber leaders meeting with 
OPA investigators as late as Aug­ 
ust to insist upon removal of rent 
control ¡from the wirier resort 
properties. 
Valuable assistance was given 
Robinson and Coffman by Ward 
Cox, regional rent control di­ 
rector for the Pacific coast, who 
has concurred in the belieF that 
properties rented for no more 
than eight months a year, and 
particularly those rented to tour­ 
ists and vacationers who come 
to California from throughout 
the country, should not be under 
rent restrictions. 
IMMEDIATE EFFECT of the 
ruling in Palm Springs will be 
a slight adjustment of rates in 
both hotels and apartment courts 
where the prices were frozen un­ 
fairly low and where advances 
are necessary to meet sharply in­ 
creased operating costs. However, 
the increases will be compara­ 
tively low, averaging about 15 
per cent, a survey by the cham­ 
ber of commerce shows. Amer­ 
ican plan hotels, such as Desert 
Inn, The Oasis, Deepwsll Guest 
Ranch and others, have had the 
added p r o b l e m of meeting 
sharply increased food prices in 
addition to the cost of operating 
the sleeping accommodations. 
General cooperation of all es­ 
tablishments in holding increases 
to the minimum to prevent “run­ 
away” rates that would unfavor­ 
ably affect Palm Springs repu­ 
tation throughout the country, is 
to be sought by strong commit­ 
tees of the chamber of commerce i 
represening the hotel and apart-1 
ment court owners.

of the board after Robert Dillon 
of Beaumont, representative of 
this district, resigned. Mr. Dillon, 
chairman for a year and nine 
months, gave poor health and 
press of personal business as his 
reason for stepping out of the 
chairmanship. 
At the same meeting Supervisor 
Clarence A. Steves of Corona re­ 
signed as a member of the board. 
He plans to move out of the
